He knocked the of- 
Bcer down and broke his jaw, and for 
this was taken to the Presidio, whence 
he escaped a week ago Tuesday, Jlo 
slowed away on a coal barge to Depart- 
ure Bay, aud arrived in Esquimalt yes- 
terday. He is now willing to give him 
self up at Esquimalt. He says Great 
Britain treats her soldiers with lavish 
smnptuousness compared to the- United 
States. 

Some time ago a man named Semple 
was reported crazy from hardship on 
the Asheroft trail. Yesterday the O. P. 
It. received n letter from Quebec from a 
man named Semple asking for his son's 
whereabouts. All trace of the Asheroft 
Semple has been lost. 

At the Westminster assizes thi case 
of Cole and Campbell, accused of bteul- 
ing $-100 from Contractor Burns, was 
dismissed. Benedict was found guilty 
of rape, and .1. "Wilson of setting lire to 
Ash well utore in Chilliwack, ami shop 
breaking. Sentences were deferred. 

Some of the amateur theatrical people 
an- indignant at Mr. Jamieson's refusal 
to rent them the theatre, and suggest 
that they play opposition attractions on 
opera nights. It is said, however, that 
the amateurs who have rushed into print 
are giving undue publicity to personal 
opinion not shared by all. 

As a result of the heavy storm in the 
Gulf last night, many mishaps are re- 
ported. Somewhere in the Gulf a scow 
load of 0,000 cases of salmon is drifting 
abandoned by the tug Erie.

To-day the 
bail of Muskett, senior, was estreated 
in court because bondsmen failed to pro- 
duce him at day of trial. 

Hon. M. I'. Morris lias received official 
notice of the union of the South Ameri- 
can states. Honduras, Nicaragua and 
Salvador and his appointment of consul 
general for the united states. Mr. Mor- 
ris says the agreement was so worded 
that Guntamala and Costa Kiea may en- 
ter the union. 

A. L. Palmer, formerly of Vancouver, 
who is suing the British American Com- 
pany for .$'100,000 commission for par- 
tial' transfer of the Le Roi mine, suc- 
ceeded in securing an order for $150 as 
security for costs.

BIGGEST YUKON PROPHECY. 

One Hundred Millloin Annually When 
Roads are Made and Quartz 
Mining Commences. 

Chicago, Nov. 3.— Capt. John J. Healy, 
vice-president of the North American 
Transportation and Trading Company, 
who has just returned from a six ye.'irs' 
sojourn in the Klondike, said in an in- 
terview to-day: 

"The truth about: the Yukon country 
is that it will yield $30,000,000 between 
now and next October, and with the 
completion of the government, roads and 
(he operation of quartz mining machin- 
ery the output will amount to $100,000,- 
000 in gold annually. 

"In less than Bve years 100,000 white 
will be at work in the Yukon and 100 
years of steady mining will not exhaust 
the profitable mining in Alaska. 

"Now the question arises," said Cap- 
tain Healy, "how nre these statement,-! 
to be reconciled with the hard luck talcs 
brought out of the Yukon'.' Whether it 
is believed or not, the simple truth is this, 
(hat scores of men who have gone to that 
country do not know pay dirt when they 
see it. They are farmers and green- 
horns and citnnot set a sluice box or 
make a riffle to save their lives. A 
sluice box must, have a certain pitch or 
(lie washings will not pan out. Sonic 
are quick to catch on to those things 
while others are not.'" 



FUGITIVE BANK PRESIDENT. 

Head of the Keystone National Tunis 
Up Seven Years After Desert- 
ing His Bondsmen. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 3.— Gideon AV. 
Marsh, the fugitive president of the 
Keystone National Bank, which col- 
lapsed on March -0, 1801, returned to 
the city to-day, after an absence of over 
seven years, and presented himself to 
his bondsman, William 11. Wanamaker. 

'fhe closing of the Keystone Bank 
created a tremendous sensation at the 
time, and developments immediately 
subsequent thereto resulted in the sen- 
tencing to long terms of imprisonment 
of John Bardsley, then city treasurer of 
Philadelphia, and Charles Lawrence, the 
cashier of the bank. Both have now 
completed their sentences. 

.Marsh was at the time of his disap- 
pearance—May IT), 1801— under three in- 
dictments for violating the banking 
laws. Security in $20,000 had been en- 
tered by William II. Wanamaker for 
Marsh's appearance at court. He sud- 
denly lied from the city, and Mr. Wana- 
maker was obliged to forfeit the amount 
of the bail; and it is asserted that he 
expended fully $20,000 more in an en- 
deavor to ascertain the whereabouts of 
the fugitive. Marsh to-day informed 
Mr. Wanamaker that he went from here 
to Brazil, where he remained several 
years and then came back to the United 
States and located in the state of Wash- 
ington, where he has been earning his 
living. 

He came East, a few days ago and 
spent yesterday in New York. He came 
to Philadelphia to-day and went at once 
to William II. Wannmaker's office.

Ottawa, Nov. 3.—- Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
received the representations or the pro- 
hibition deputation to-day with honeyed 
phrases, so that the deputation went 
away in mighty good humor. But when 
they emerged from the parliament build- 
ings and bought copies of the local min- 
isterial organ, and there read the de- 
cision of the ministry, which Sir Wilfrid 
had not announced, their hopes were 
dashed to the ground. 

The Erec Press announcement is that, 
considering the fact that not one quar- 
ter of the electors of Canada hnve an- 
nounced their support of the principle 
of prohibition the executive does not feel 
warranted in going any further in the 
matter. 

The ministers present were Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. Sir Richard CartwTight, 
Messrs. Fisher, Fielding and Sift on. 
Rev. Dr. Carman, superintendent of the 
Methodist church, introduced the depu- 
tation, which included 200 representa- 
tives from five of the seven provinces. 
British Columbia ami Prince Edward Is- 
land telegraphed their sympathy .tnd 
support. The shakers were F. S. 
Spence, Toronto; Major Bond, Mon- 
treal; Rev. Dr. McLeod, Now Bruns- 
wick; Rev. Dr. Hogg, Winnipeg; Mr. 
McClure, M.P.. Colchester, N.S.; Mrs. 
Annie Rutherford and D. J. O'Don- 
oghue, Toronto. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. in his reply, re- 
hearsed the circumstances which had led 
the government to take the plebiscite. 
He was not a total abstainer, he said, 
but if a broad national sentiment was 
manifested in favor of prohibition he 
would sacrifice his personal views and 
inclinations. The majority for prohibi- 
tion did not involve a majority of the 
electorate, although a respectable por- 
tion, and the consideration for the gov- 
ernment was what ought to be done un- 
der the circumstances. If a prohibitory 
law passed he had no fear about. Que- 
bec, as the people of that province were 
law-abiding people. The views of the 
deputation would be submitted to the 
government and an answer given at an 
early day. 

M It. TARTH'S PAPER, 

Montreal. Nov. .*?.— La Patrie. speak- 
ing of tin 1 comparatively small majority 
for prohibition, says: "It is impossible 
to believe, in the face of these figures, 
that the partisans of forced temperance 
will dare speak in the name of the 
country and claim such an arbitrary 
law." 

TO MAKE SMOKELESS POWDER. 

Chicago, Nov. 3. — The British govern- 
ment, has closed a contract here for the 
immediate delivery of 125.000 gallons 
of distilled spirits at Montreal. An in- 
timation wns also given that about 
450,000 more gallons would in all like 
lihood be ordered within about ten days 

This order of 12. r »,000 gallons amounts 
to nearly 3,000 barrels and will require 
over sixtv cars for its transportation in 
to Canada. The use nf the distilled spit- 
its thus ordered will be in the manui 
fact ure of smokeless powder, of which 
distilled spirits is one of the ingredients.

Washington, Nov. — The Chinese 
minister, Mr. Wu, is following with 
much interest the development in the 
East, where the conflicting interests of 
Russia and England seem to be on the 
verge of open hostilities. Concerning 
the latest reports, that Russia had taken 
the treaty port of Ncwchwang-, thus giv- 
ing her control of all Manchuria and 
shutting out the British from trade in 
that great section, Mr. Wu says it is 
hardly creditable that Russia has taken 
such a step, as Newchwang being a trea- 
ty port, is of almost us much interest 
to the outside world as it is to China. 

The treaty ports are freely open to 
foreign trade, and as a result, large 
foreigin colonies have been built up in 
them. It is at the treaty ports that the 
United States has established her com- 
merce with China. For this reason, Mr. 
Wu feels satisfied that any such import- 
ant move by Russia as the taking of a 
treaty port would be speedily reported 
by the United States minister at Tekiu 
and all other foreign representatives in 
China. 

Mr. Wu litis a personal familiarity with 
nil the country around Newchwang, as 
he projected the railway running from 
Tientsin to Kinchow, which was design- 
ed to be extended to Newchwang and 
thence northwards, tapping the richest: 
.■ections of Manchuria. It is at the 
head of the Gulf of PechUl, and is so 
situated as to be of great strategic value 
in connection with Port Arthur, now 
occupied by Russia under a lease from 
China. Port Arthur is at the extreme 
end of Laio Tung peninsula, while New- 
chwang is at the threshold of the penin- 
sula, so that, together they command all 
of that territory, which seems shaped 
by nature for military and naval pur- 
poses. It is this report which has led 
to such activity in the British naval sta- 
tions, paiticularly at Weihaiwei, across 
the Gulf from Port Arthur. 

While Mr. Wu does not believe Russia 
has occupied Newchwang, and thus giv- 
en opportunity for a clash, yet he said 
Russia may have given color for such 
reports by pushing forward some of her 
t loops to* Newchwang. It would be the 
natural line of development for Russia 
to divert the trans-Siberian railway so as 
to make a terminus at Port Arthur, and 
for that reason is doubtless much covet- 
ed by the foreign commercial interests. 

A private despatch received to-day an- 
nounces that the engineers of the Ameri- 
can syndicate which has secured exten- 
sive concessions in China have arrived 
at Shanghai. They will begin surreys on 
the proiwsed line from Hankow to Can- 
ton, connecting some of the largest cities 
and opening up some or the richest conn- 
try in China. Prominent railway men 
arc represented in the company. 



BRIDGE BUILDERS' BLUNDER-. 

Huge Structure Over the St. Lawrence 
Placed ou a Weak Foundation. 

Ogdenshurg, Nov. 3.— Expert, engineers- 
investigating the cause of the collapse 
of the pier which allowed two sections 
of the New York and Ottawa railroad 
bridge to fall into the St. Lawrence river 
while in course of erection, report that 
the pier was built on hardpan of insuf- 
ficient: strength to stand the huge weight. 

A diamond drill operated in the bottom 
of the river at the base of the fallen pier 
bored through two feet of hardpan. then 
struck a deposit of day formation. 
Through this the drill sunk without 
striking hard bottom. Further investi- 
gation is being made. 

LADY CLERK DEPORTED. 

Moved From Montreal to Buffalo Office 
of Same Firm, Which Was 
Against the Law. 

Buffalo. Nov. 3.— Miss Mary O'Connor, 
a young woman whose home is in Mon- 
treal, was this afternoon deported to 
Canada by inspector De Barry. The or- 
der for her deportation came from Wash- 
ington. 

Mr De Barry learned of the farts in 
the ease last Monday and forwarded par- 
ticulars to headquarters. Miss O'Connor 
gave her occupation as that of a com- 
mercial traveller. She was employed by 
.1 H Fai r & Co.. soap manufacturers, 
nf Montreal and Buffalo, and came fo 
the United States under contract. It 
was a clear case of violation of the alien 
labor law and Miss O'Connor had to 
be "sent across the bridge."

London, Nov. 4. — The most reliable Ln 
formation from Paris confirms the earl- 
ier reports that M. Dupuy, the Premier, 
has decided to wash his hands of Fa- 
shoda and to recall Major Marchand, 
for whose mission he is jiot responsible 
.This decision is to some extent due to a 
desire to allow nothing to interfere with 
the success of the exposition in 1900. 

To-day will be important in the his 
tory of the crisis. It is expected that 
Baron do Courcei, the French ambassa 
dor, will impart the French decision to 
Lord Salisbury, who will speak this 
evening at the banquet to be given to the 
Sirdar, General Lord Kitchener. Prob- 
ably the Premier's text will be the of- 
ficial note issued last evening announc- 
ing that there is now good reason to 
hope that the political situation is amel- 
iorating. 

Still further light should be thrown 
by the reopening of the French chamber. 
' The Daily Chronicle under reserve pub- 
lishes a remarkable story suggesting that 
the Sirdar captured documents proving 
that .Major Marchand, before the bat- 
tle of Omdurmau, sent to the Khalifa a 
•French Hag inviting him to hoist it and 
so by becoming a French ally, to deter 
the Anglo-Egyptian forces from attack- 
ing him. 

Sheffield, Nov. .'5.— At the annual feast 
of the master cutlers this evening it was 
expected that Mr. Ceo. J. Goschen, first 
lord of the Admiralty, would be present, 
as the principal guest. Mr. Goschen, 
however, was unable to attend the ban- 
quet and the chairman read a letter of 
apology from him in which he said: "It 
is absolutely impossible for me to leave 
the Admiralty. My continuous presence 
there is essential. Sheffield will appre- 
ciate this in the present state of affairs. 
I am truly disappointed but duty comes 
before pleasure." 

MARCHAND AT CAIRO. 

Cairo, Nov. 3.— Major Marchand ar- 
rived here this (Thursday) evening. Only 
two Bengalese soldiers accompanied him. 
The Major's future movements depend 
upon the instructions which Itaratier 
brings to-morrow. At the French 
agency it was formally announced that 
no one would be permitted to interview 
tlie French officer as M. Delcasse, the 
French minister of foreign affairs, and 
the Marquis of Salisbury must be the 
first to "receive all news which may 
contribute to the harmony of the two 
countries."' 

The Major reports that he left, all his 
companions in good health and adds that 
they had abundant provisions and am- 
munition. The French commander also 
expressed himself as much gratified at 
the kindness shown him by the British 
officers during his journey to this place. 

NEXT FKENCII AMBASSADOR. 

Washington, Nov. 3.— -The critical 
condition of affairs between France and 
Great Britain is exciting lively interest 
among the members of the diplomatic 
corps here, and on some of the phases of 
the controversy their information ap- 
pears to be more exact than that coming 
from Paris and London. The des- 
patches to-day attached much signifi- 
cance to the absence of Baron Courcei, 
tbe French ambassador, from London, 
and it was stated that France would 
show her animosity by not continuing an 
ambassador at London. The Journal 
Officially received at the French em- 
bassy, however, says that the appoint- 
ment of M. Paul Cambon as ambassa- 
dor to London to succeed Baron Courcei 
was officially gazetted on September 21. 
M. Cambon is a brother of Jules Cam- 
bon, the French ambassador here, who 
was conspicuous in the peace negotia- 
tions between this government and 
Spain. He has been ambassador at 
Constantinople, and is now on his way 
(from that point to London. At the 
leading embassies here there is little idea 
that the Fashoda affair will lead to 
war, although there is a very general 
opinion that the Egyptian situation in 
General may lead to a conflict in which 
other European countries than France 
and Croat Britain may take part. 
INACCESSIBLE TO FRANCE. 

Washington, Nov. .'{.—A French diplo- 
mat, speaking of the Fashoda affair, 
HdiU: "There is not the slightest chance 
thnt Fashoda alone will lead to war. 
Wthough of strategical value, it is prac- 
tically inaccessible to France, while at 
the snine time easily accessible to Eng- 
land. English ships are now well down 
the Nile, and the British troops are not 
tfnr from Fashoda. Besides, the Nile 
route brings the British within two 
-peeks' travel of Fashoda. On fin- other 
liimd it took Major Marchand t wo years 
Unci a half to reach Fashoda, and at 
l)C«t it would take France two years to 
reach there on the route from tin? west 
coast of Africa and across the Congo 
country. From a military standpoint, 
therefore, it would be inexpedient., if not 
'impossible, for an issue to be made of 
ffashoda. If there is to be an issue at 
•ill, if will be on the larger question of 
Egypt in general and the control Egypt 
\h to exercise in the heart of Africa. 
ANGLO-SA XON UNITY. 

London, Nov. 3.— Mr. James Bryee, 
former under secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, subsequently president of 
the board of trade, and now member of 
parliament in the Liberal interest for 
Aberdeen, speaking there yesterday af- 
ternoon, endorsed Lord Salisbury's stand 
in the Fashoda controversy, declaring 
that " the military control of all the 
navigable waters in the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
basin, as well as the Nile, must he se- 
cured to Egypt." . . 

Referring to the increasing- cordiality 
between tbe United States and Great 
Britain, Mr. Bryee said: "When last 
in the United States I was much struck 
with the change in public sentiment. 
The spontaneous outburst of feeling in 
Great Britain when the European pow- 
ers wished to intervene against the 
United States during the recent war 
With Spain, made the Americans under- 
stand how dose we felt the tie between 
. them and ourselves. They have shown 
that they appreciate and reciprocate our 
sentiment. ... 

"I would never advocate a formal alli- 
ance. At all events, the obstacles tr 
such at present, are serious, but nil tie 
conditions exist for a solid and durable 



friendship between America and Great 
Britain. They have no adverse inter- 
ests anywhere in the world, and they 
have common aims in sundry regions. 

" Everywhere each can render a great 
service to the other, and they can un- 
derstand one another hotter than either 
can understand any foreign country. 
Nature and history meant them to be 
friends, and the closer and deeper that 
friendship is, the better it will be for 
the greatness and welfare of both." 
GOVERNOR OF KHARTOUM. 

London, Nov. 3.— The Daily Mail an- 
nounces the appointment, as governor of 
Khartoum of Colonel Kitchener, brother 
of the Sirdar, General Lord Kitchener. 

TIIfTtURKS' EXODUS. 

Foreign Admirals Take Possession of 
Crete To-day and Will Recognize 
No Turkish Authority. 

Canon, Nov. 3.— The foreign admirals 
have informed the Turkish governor of 
Crete that they will proceed with, the 
military occupation of the various ad- 
ministrative olllces of the island on No- 
vember 4. and Turkish officials will 
not thereafter be permitted to re-enter 
them. 

Turkish troops then on the island will 
cease to be regarded as garrisoning 
Crete, and Turkish military posts and 
military services will be abolished. 

The admirals also ask the governor to 
embark all the Turkish troops that the 
transports now in Suda Bay will hold, 
and request his government to speedily 
send enough ships to embark tie- re- 
mainder.

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European Powers Give Indication 
of Intervention Respecting 
the Philippines.

London, Nov. 4.— The Paris correspon- 
dent of the Times says: "I understand 
that at to-morrow's (Friday's) sitting of 
the peace commission the Spanish com- 
missioners will reply textually as fol- 
lows: 

"It is impossible for us cither to ac- 
cept or refuse the conditions the United 
Stated impose. We do not desire to de- 
clare a formal rupture, because it would 
oblige Europe to run the risk of be- 
holding the humiliating spectacle of an 
American licet bombarding European 
shores. 

"We do not intend to furnish America 
with a pretext for the realization of such 
an act; but we cannot subscribe to dic- 
tates which are not in conformity .with 
the stipulations adopted in common in 
the agreement that terminated the war. 

"We withdraw because we do not feel 
we have a right to sign the abdication 
sought to be imposed upon us. We 
withdraw, leaving public conscience and 
history to judge the act of violence of 
which we are the object; and although 
we are unfortunately convinced that our 
attitude will have no effect upon the 
minds of our conquerors, we cannot as- 
sume any other, because, by accepting 
the conditions imposed, we should be- 
come accomplices in an injustice and a 
violation of international law to which 
we may submit, but ln which it is im- 
possible to ask us to take any share of 
responsibility." 

MADRID EXCITED. 

Madrid, Nov. 3.— The announcement of 
the intentions of the United States re- 
garding the Philippines has greatly ex- 
cited the public here. It is generally rec- 
orgnized, however, that it wonld be ab- 
solutely futile to appeal to Europe which 
has resigned Spain to her fate. 

The newspapers protest vigorously 
against the •'incredible cynicism and 
abuse of strength of the Americans." 
The ministerial El Globe exclaims: "Eu- 
rope and America seem determined to 
sanction by cowardice and selfishness n 
crime that' will bo a blot upon the his- 
tory of the century." 

EUROPEAN JEALOUSY. 

London, Nov. 3— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Standard says: '•Russia 
and another power are credited with the 
intention of intimating to Washington 
that the annexation of the Philippines 
must be preceded by a common agree- 
ment on future action in certain circum- 
stances." . 

The German papers express their reel- 
ings verv frankly. The Hamburgiscne 
Correspondcnz says: "The United States 
are conducting the peace negotiations 
as they conducted the war. The mask 
of humanity is being gradually dropped, 
revealing the brutal hand of strength. 
When the protocol was signed not a 
loot of Philippine soil was in American 
hands. President McKinley demands 
the complete surrender only because vic- 
tory in the forthcoming elections depends 
upon it. The American demand, how- 
ever, is less a blow to Spain than to tbe 
European powers which seem desirous of 
selecting naval stations in the Philip- 
pines." „ 

Berlin. Nov. .'!.— The German news- 
papers renew their attacks upon Presi- 
dent McKinley. The Kolnisehe Zei- 
tung says: ••American annexation of 
the Philippines would seriously injure 
German interests, besides tarnishing 
with shame the arms of the conqueror, 
and winning for Spain the sympathy of 
the world." 

The Yossisclie Zeitung thinks that a 
court of arbitration would award tbe 
archipelago to neither America nor 
Spain. 

CONFIDENCE IN ENGLAND. 

London. Nov. 3.— The Vienna corres- 
pondent, of the Daily Telegraph says: 
"The Austria cabinet considers an 
English protectorate of the Philippines 
the only solution of the question. 
AGUINALDO'S DECREE. 

Manila Nov. 3.— Aguinnldo, the insur- 
gent chief, has issued a proclamation 
pointing out. that although the stringent 
orders previously issued by him have 
been generally obeyed a few Filipinos 
have refused obedience and offended 
in several wnys, and he now warns all 
such that they are liable to be declared 
outlaws and to incur the extreme pen- 
alty. This reference is apparently to 
the anti-American Filipinos. In an- 
other proclamation issued simultane- 
ously Aguinnldo allows foreigners, ex- 
cept" Spaniards, to travel in Philippine 
territory, but all such are forbidden to 
approach the fortifications or to take 
photographs of defensive works. 

MUST HAVE ALL PHILIPPINES. 

United Slates Senator Who Sees No 
Other Solution of the 
Eastern Problem. 

Montpelier. Yt.. Nov. 3— United Slates 
Senator Proctor, who arrived here yes- 
terday after a trip abroad, this after- 
noon addressed the joint assembly of 
the house and senate which last month 
re-elected him. Senator Proctor's ad- 
dress was brief, and was confined to an 
outline of the foreign situation which 
now confronts the government of the 
United States. Senator Proctor said: 

"The future foreign policy of this 
country is the greatest question before 
our people. Hawaii and Porto Rico 
have been added to tbe nation's domin- 
ion, and we have become sponsors for 
the good government of Cuba. We must 
assume some responsibility in the Far 
East, whether it: be greater or less. In 
my opinion, the responsibilities in the 
Far East are bound to be greater. 

" Many wise and patriotic men in the 
country believe that we shontd retain na 
territory or control no part of the Philijp- 
pine islands beyond a coaling station or 
possibly a single island. I recognize the 
cogency of their argument, but have 
failed to see clearly any practical way 
of carrying out their views. 

" If any jurisdiction is assumed in the 
East, there is no logical stopping place 
short of the whole of tbe Philippines. 
To establish a divided sovereignty would 
invite trouble. Since that May morn- 
ing when the Spanish fleet was de- 
stroyed, it: has seemed to me practically 
settled that Spain must surrender her 
entire control of the Philippines," 



SULTAN AND KAISER. 

A Gift Which Ensures German Protec- 
tion Against French Encroach- 
ment. 

London, Nov. -t.-Tho Constantinople 
correspondent of the Standard says: 
Emperor William's visit to Constanti- 
nople has resulted in na agreement with 
the Sultan whereby the latter gives the 
Kaiser the right to plant a large Ger- 
man colonv along the whole frontier of 
Tripoli. This arrangement will protect 
the Sultan against French encroach- 
ments across the Tripoli-Tunis frontier 
and will avoid granting a concession in 
Asia Minor which would induce Russia 
to demand compensation."

Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 3.— Gen. Ilal- 
lowes, the acting governor of Jamaica, 
started on a tour of the eastern parishes 
or.

The tremendously heavy rains which 
have fallen since Saturday converted the 
rivers into torrents, obliterated roads, 
rendered travel dangerous and altogeth- 
er isolated the" so-called Maroon terri- 
tory.

Foreigners having cleaned it and hum 
houses una made roads and liuroduo.il 
carriages and laid on water anil electric 
lignt, the Chinese are steadily and calling 
pushing the foreigners oil Into the out' 
skn-is uy themsclVL'S, crowding tils roads, 
hhlag tlie carriages, tilling the houses aim 
enjoying the water nnd light, wblcu tiu-y 
wuuid never lay on to one of their own 
cities— it let mono— but which tiny yet 
are capable ot enjoying when they hnu 
them ready to their hand. 

Russia Is now making a dangerous ex. 
pertinent. She Is undertaking to buiid 
railway lines protected by her soldiers. She 
is going to aidcer and drill the troops ol 
Shans. All tills means the residence for 
many yours of many Russians in China. 
Russians nut ulways of the highest class, 
too. And Russians are not oi quite aa 
other race from the Chinese, like the Anglo- 
Saxon. They are, after all, from the same 
stock originally, with many points of re- 
semblance ut iirst starting. Is it not pus- 
slble that by residence in China they may 
bo rather Indoctrinated with Chinese ways 
and methods or thought? > 

The French have hut a sliort time ago 
acquired Tuuquln, yet already bo many of 
them lire said to have taken to opium smut- 
lug us to have Introduced opium smoking 
resorts Into Purls for the convenience of 
French officers. What will happen in an- 
other century, if this be tine already, one 
hesitates oven to imagine. Now appear the 
Russians on the scene, men of line physi- 
que, but alretidv with an Insufficiently de- 
veloped power of self-restraint; as Is shown 
by the regime they . themselves think It 
necessary to Impose upon the nation with 
regard to sexual vice, and ulso after 
revolting fashion by the wild scei 
drunkenness to which so many of us have 
been witness. Expose men of this charac- 
ter to the enervating climate ot China 
and to that Insidious sapping of the moral 
nature which we all who live among 
Chinese are probably more or loss sadly 
conscious of In our natures, unil are not 
the results likely to be the same as those 
so often already recorded In history? China 
it not likely nowadays to encounter u con- 
queror more dominating than Genghis. 
But so completely was the old Mongol spirit 
extinguished In that branch Of bis faially 
thnt established Itself In China, either 
owing to climatic Influence's or contact 
with the Chinese, that Just when Tlmour 
was about to begin In Western Asia Ms 
course of brilliant triumphs. Ills relations, 
established on the throne of China, vacat- 
ed It without a struggle. Yet Tlmour was 
a descendant only In the sixth degree from 
Genghis hluiHelf, the conqueror of n very 
dilVeront Chlnn from that which English- 
men know now. 

We must never forget Unit Just as Eng- 
land disarmed the Indians, so the Mauchti 
dynasty disarmed the Chinese, and .the 
result probably In both cases has been 
effeminacy and contempt as well as dis- 
like for the forbiddr-n weapons. It Is very 
hard to say how our characters niter by 
prolonged residence In China. We see. it 
rather In one another than by BOlf-COn- 
BCloushess. It will be only what we ex- 
pect If the Russian soldiers sent to guard 
Russian railways through Chlnn, and the- 
Russian officials sent to drill Chinese sol- 
diers after a few years become almost 
more Chinese than the Chinese, their own 
discipline undermined by the very men 
they were Bent to discipline.

MB. COKltlN'M SOHEVIK. 

Chief Government Organ Now Attvlses 
That Charter Be Orautcd 
Ulm. 

That D. C, Corbln may receive more 
support at the coming session ot the Do- 
minion parliament twin be did at the 
last In his application for the Kettle Valley 
railway cl:»rter seems like.y from the at- 
titude of the Toronto Globe, the chief 
government organ, which is strongly fa- 
voring granting the application. That paper 
In a leading editorial lu Its issue of October 
28 says lu relation to Mr. Corbln's appli- 
cation: 

"There is little doubt ns to the course 
which parliament ought to pursue. It 
will be urged, and with some force, that 
the retention of the trade within Canadii 
will benefit the whole country as well 
as the Canadian Tacllle railway, to whose 
Influence the defeat of the bill last year 
was One. But It must be borne in mlnil 
that a great deal has already been done 
to protect the interests ot the Canadian 
railway and of Canadian trade. The tat- 
id gives a decided advantage to the Can- 
adian manufacturer and tinder, and the 
Canadian Pacific railway Is heavily sub- 
sidized In money and land, ana enjoys 
other special and valuable privileges. To 
say that besides all this we shall adopt 
a 'policy of excluding other railways in 
that district, and preventing a company 
from building a railway with Its own 
moaev and without favors or privileges 
or any kind, seems to us to pass the 
bounds or reason and Justice. No matter 
where the mouev for the railway comes 
from, It must bo to a large extent a Can- 
adian enterprise!, Involving considerable 
additional railway facilities lor a large and 
important district of Canada. 

'•The question Is really not so much one 
of the rights of Mr. Corbln and his asso- 
ciates as against the C.T.U., as of the 
rights and Interests of the people of the 
territory to be served. It Is they who 
ought to be consulted multily, aud It would 
perhaps be better If the matter had been 
dually decided In the British Columbia 
legislature. Hut If the question comes 
before the Dominion parliament it must 
be decided, and we think It would be 
adopting a very dangerous nnd unjustifi- 
able course to forbid a business Investment 
by unprivileged persons In a railway 
which will undoubtedly he of great bene- 
fit to tlie district. It may be argued that 
the trade of older Camilla would be bene- 
fitted bv shutting out the great mining 
region from intercourse with the neigh- 
boring Btates. We think our readers are 
prettv well able to hold their own, anil In 
any "ease It would be too much to ass 
the people of any district, Tor the sake of 
the Eastern province to forego that rail- 
way connection with the United States 
which nil the Eastern provinces enjoy. We 
should grumble pretty loudly in Ontario 
If It were proposed to shut us otT In n 
similar way from connection with the Am- 
erican railways."

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A MATTER OK WITNESS FEES. 

We present the statement this morn- 
ing o£ four witnesses for the Crown in 
tin? Belle Adams case. Their state- 
ments arc given publicity in order that 
they may be answered if incorrect, and 
that justice may be done the men, it' 
they arc in the right. If a bargain 
was made with them, that they should 
be paid $2 a day while waiting to give 
testimony, it was not an unreasonable 
0110, and it: ought to be carried out. The 
fact that it was made by an official un 
dor the late government, makes no differ 
once. A now government may properly 
repudiate the policy of its predecessors, 
but never its contracts, anil a promise 
to a witness ought, to be regarded as 
equally binding witli any other. The 
suggestion is made that: these men were 
refused their pay because their evidence 
was not satisfactory to the Grown ofll 
cors. We can hardly credit this. We 
do not say that: if witnesses grossly de- 
ceive the Crown officers, as to the 
nature of testimony they are prepared 
to give on a trial, they might, not proper- 
ly lie deprived of any fees coming to 
them, but we do not understand this to 
have been the case in this instance. 
Possibly t his reference to the matter 
will be sufficient to lead to such explana- 
tions as will set everything right, and 
lead to justice being done the witnesses, 
it they have been wrongfully used in 
the premises. 



A RAILWAY PERRY. 

Let it be supposed that by some coil' 
rnlsion of nature, the bottom of the Gulf 
of Georgia should be elevated above the 
water level. How long in such a case 
would the people of Victoria delay in or- 
ganizing to build a line of railway to 
connect with the Canadian Pacific? 
Suppose' the line would cost a million 
dollars, would not the city at once agree, 
if there were no other way, to pledge its 
credit to raise the money. 

Now stop and reflect, that, at a cost 
not greater than that, of about fifteen 
miles of railway, it is possible to build a 
railway ferry that will serve all the pur- 
poses of a railway line. When railway 
ferries can be operated successfully on 
the Great Lakes and Chesapeake Bay, 
there are no waters in. this vicinity that 
would afford any obstacle. 



OUR UNFAIR CONTEMPORARIES 

About the only way our contempor- 
aries seem to be able to answer Colonist 
articles is to misrepresent what, this pa- 
per says and reply to that misrepresent- 
ation. Not a week passes without one 
or more conspicuous illustrations of this 
practice. The latest is found ill tin 
Nelson Tribune, which says that tin 
Colonist, wants Kootenay to be left with- 
out another representative in the House 
of Commons until the population of the 
province increases to a. certain Qgur 
The Colonist never suggested anything 
of the kind. On the contrary it ex- 
pressed itself in favor of a representative 
being given to Kootenay at the next ses- 
sion of parliament. If parliament has a 
right to take away a member from Vic- 
toria, and give it. to Kootenay, as the 
Tribune suggests, pending a general re- 
distribution of representation in accord- 
ance with the census of 1001, it has the 
right to give Kootenay another rcprc 
tentative now. The prospect is that, th 
representation of this province in the 
House of Commons will have to be in- 
creased by two and possibly by three 
members after 1001. Population will 
increase very rapidly in the next three 
yours, owing to the discoveries of rich 
placers in the northern section ami the 
rapid expansion of quartz mining in the 
southern and coast sections. Pending 
tlii s addition to the representation, we 
submit that it. would lie quite fair to 
give Kootenay another member, just as 
it would be right and proper to give a 
member to the Yukon, as suggested by 
the Colonist yesterday. 

This persistent misrepresentation of 
the Colonist is an exhibition of hostility 
to Victoria on the part of a lew people 
who peem unable to get two ideas into 
their heads at the same time. They are 
full Of a desire to advance their own lo- 
calities, which is all right as far as it 
goes, but. they are so blind— if we fol- 
lowed their example we should say stu- 
pid -as not to see the folly of keeping 
alive the germ of sectional strife. The 
elmrge cannot be fairly made against 
this paper that it is sectional, or that, 
to use the language of the Tribune, it 
desires to hog everything for Victoria. 
It endeavors to represent public opinion 
in this city, which is everything else 
but hoggish in this particular. The peo- 
ple of Victoria have interests in all 
parts of the province, nnd will prosper in 
proportion as other portions of the prov- 
ince advance. Victoria is one of the least 
sectional cities in Canada, and if the 
Colonist reflects public opinion in one 
thing more than in another, it is in its 
constant effort to promote what; seems to 
he for the welfare of other parts oC the 
province. Wo ask our contemporaries, 
who do us the honor to comment upon 
what we say. to have the goodness to 
quote the Colonist with some semblance 
of convinces, and not to attribute to it 
opinions and- expressions which it never 
.etilevUined nor employed. The course 



which they adopt is unintentionally com- 
plimentary, but we can dispense with 
such compliments. 

A DANGEIIOUS CONDITION. 

Commenting upon the requirements of 
the United States in regard to a stand- 
ing army, the Oregonian takes the posi- 
tion that it will hereafter be necessary 
to keep a larger force, not for defence 
against enemies abroad, but to protect 
life and property at home. Our con- 
temporary says that the officers charged 
with enforcing the law have not the 
strength of public opinion behind them, 
as they formerly hail. Hence if a 
sheriff or other otlicer appeals to by- 
standers to aid him in the discharge of 
his duty, his request is usually ignored. 
This remnrlc does not apply to cases 
where a man is charged with a' crime, 
but to offences against property result- 
ing frori iabor strikes and matters of 
that kind. So many instances of this 
have taken place during the last, ten 
years that this indisposition of the peo- 
ple to sustain the law must be accepted 
as a permanent factor in the social con- 
dition of the United States. It has lei 
already to frequent: interference on th 
part of the state authorities by calling 
out the militia, nnd in one or two eases 
to the sending of United States troops 
to the scene of troubles. The Oregonian 
seems to think it doubtful if the state 
militia can be depended upon to deal 
with its fellow-citizens in eases where 
the acute questions between labor and 
capital are at issue, and hence that it 
will he found absolutely necessary in 
future to have a sufficient force of tegu- 
lar troops available to suppress any local 
troubles. 

In this connection a constitutional 
difficulty arises. The government of 
the United States has nothing to do with 
matters of contract. These are gov- 
erned by state laws and enforced by the 
state courts. Only in certain excep- 
tional cases can the federal courts take 
cognizance of causes of action arising 
under contracts, and labor troubles arise 
out: of contracts. In the ease of the 
Chicago railway riots, President Cleve- 
land sent the regular troops of the 
United States to the scone, because the 
strikers were interfering with the con- 
veyance of the mails, and hence were 
preventing the due execution of the 
laws of the United States. In the cases 
which arose in Washington and Oregon, 
where regular soldiers were sent for to 
protect the property of the Northern 
Pacific railroad company, the position 
taken was that the road, being in the 
hands of a receiver under the order of 
the United States court, any interfer- 
ence with it or other property of the 
corporation was in defiance of the power 
of the federal government. In this 
ease a federal judge issued an injunction 
directing certain strikers to refrain from 
interfering with the trains, and called 
in the troops to enforce the injunction. 

A prophetic eye is not required to 
foresee that there is in all this the pos- 
sibility of serious disorder, including a 
conflict between the federal nnd state 
authorities. This very nearly arose at 
Chicago, and at any time an ambitious 
state governor may precipitate a crisis. 
During the last quarter of a century 
there has been a remarkable change in 
the attitude of the American people to 
wards their own institutions. The 
courts no longer command the degree of 
respect which is necessary to the safety 
of the community. The masses hav 
lost confidence in the judiciary. The 
have seen even the Supreme Court of 
the United States packed for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a decision, desired by 
the administration. They have seen 
the influence of great corporations para 
mount in the selection of state judges, 
whereby the law has been frequently in- 
terpreted in a manner favorable to the 
interests of t In? corporation.? ami against 
those of the public. The result of this 
is an attitude on the part of n 
large proportion of the people towards 
the courts, which seems destined to lead 
to difficulties of the gravest magnitude. 



less there are some other matters which 
do not suggest themeslves in a nasty re- 
view. There is the vast Indian empire, 
with all its conflicting interests, to be 
administered, and at Intervals of very 
short duration difficulties with Hemi-bar- 
barotiB tribes in almost inaccessible Jo- 
calitites have to be adjusted: At the 
head of this Empire, of unparalleled 
area and tinprecedented responsibility, 
are two islands, which require immense, 
importations of food products every year. 
Hence the sea must be under British 
control. The Irish question and other 
purely domestic problems need not he 
taken into account, although they call 
for the exercise of mature judgment and 
wise foresight. 

The ease with which tills burden is 
borne is as surprising as the nature of 
the burden itself. In this respect the 
contrast with our southern neighbors is 
very marked. They grow hysterical 
over the smallest international problem. 
Great Britain keeps cool under all cir- 
cumstances. If events were to precipi- 
tate a great foreign war to-morrow, the 
nation would not lose its head. The 
British "eople have been sobered by Ion 
experience. They are the most consph 
nous example the world has ever seen 
of a self-governing people. They indi- 
vidually govern themselves; that is. they 
keep themselves under control. It is 
this more than anything else which 
makes the government of the Ernpir* 
possible. But for this racial character 
istie, it would have gone to pieces long 
ago. 

We printed a letter from an "Ama- 
teur" in regard to the Victoria Theatre, 
and to-day we print one from a "P/o- 
fessional." With these the discussion of 
the matter must end as far as these 
columns are concerned, unless Mr. 
Jnmieson wishes to say something more 
on the subject. Mr. Jaruieson is a busi- 
r.ess man, and the management of the 
Victoria and Vancouver theatres is his 
business. lie felt bound to take 
a certain course, and in the frankest pos- 
sible manner explained his reason for so 
doing. Hi' doubtless regretted more than 
any one else to be compelled to take such 
a course. He has also a right to be al- 
lowed to manage his own business in his 
own way, and he shall do so hereafter so 
far as communications to this paper are 
concerned, except should it happen that 
in tin- course of catering to public amuse- 
ment he gives cause for criticism. 



Reference wits made in the Colonist 
yesterday to the complaints of mariners 
because of the delay in placing the lights 
at Fiddler's Reef and Brotehie Ledge. 
Whatever merit there may be in the 
retisons given for the delay, there will 
be no disputing the proposition that Uie 
completion of these necessary aids to 
navigation should be hastened with nil 
possible expedition. 

Syracuse, N. Y., claims the doubtful 
honor of entertaining the devil just now. 
lie is described as being very much like 
an ordinary man, except that his feet 
are cloven. Most people can recall 
more than one individual who possesses 
more than one resemblance to the per- 
sonage iu question. 

The prospect of a rupture of negotia- 
tions between the United States and 
Spain is not: by any means agreeable. 
We fear that if hostilities break out 
again, it may be difficult to confine them 
to the original combatants. 



BRITAIN'S GREAT 

RESPONSIBILITY 

Since history was written no nation 
has been burdened with so great respon- 
sibilities as Great Britain. A little con 
sideration of the distribution of the Em- 
pire will make this manifest. 

In North America it is coterminous 
witli the United States, Mexico and 
Guatemala: in South America with Ven- 
ezuela, Holland and Brazil; in Asia with 
Arabia. Persia. Afghanistan, Thibet, 
China. France and Siam; in Africa with 
the Orange Free State, the South Af- 
rican Republic, Germany in four dis- 
tinct places. France in at. least three dis- 
tinct places. Portugal in two dis- 
tinct places, tin- Congo Free State. 
Somaliland, Abyssinia in two distinct 
places, and through the occupation of 
Egypt with Turkey in two distinct 
places and Italy; in Europe with Sp: 
The only important powers with which 
the Empire is not coterminous are Aus- 
tria and Russia, and the movement of 
events in China and on the Afghanistan 
frontier make a very close neighbor c 
the hitter. The enormous responslbilitit 
resulting from these simple geographic* 
facts are such as no other nation was 
ever called upon to face. A few of them 
are at present occupying serious consid- 
eration, We have an international com 
mission adjusting open questions witli 
the United States, another settling a 
dispute with Venezuela; the attention of 
the Foreign Otllce, which has just set 
tied a dispute with France in regard to 
West Africa, is being divided 1 
tweon the adjustment of the claims 
of the same power to a por- 
tion or Central Africa, and the relative 
rights of the Einpiie and Russia in 
China. There is an open question with 
Abyssinia, another with the Transvaal, 
another with Turkey anil of course one 
as to the Afghanistan frontier. Doubt- 



We think we have pretty warm poli- 
tics in British Columbia, but we live iu 
a refrigerator in this respect in compari- 
son with our neighbors in the State of 
Washington. The congressional and 
state elections are now on there and the 
air is lurid with journalistic and orator- 
ical pyrotechnics. The English lan- 
guage is being badly strained to afford 
adjectives that will do the opposite side 
justice, and the newspapers emphasize 
their views with big letters and fancy 
borders. To judge from the way the 
rivals talk about each other one would 
assume that "they never speak as they 
pass by." but thill's the funny part of 
it. These terrific contests end on elec- 
tion day, and not: the least: feeling of 
soreness is left. On the latter score 
British Columbians could take a few 
lessons from their neighbors with profit. 



It is a matter for profound amazement 
that out of some 3,000 votes, which 
might have been east yesterday on the 
lire loan by-law, only 270 were cast in 
favor of it, and that, the by-law was 
defeated. Such apathy on the part of 
the citizens may well be the de.qiair of 
those wiio aim at advancing the inter- 
ests of Victoria. We hope that no oc- 
casion will arise when the folly of yes- 
terday's vote will be brought homo to 
the people. The tire underwriters thought 
the proposed improvements were needed, 
the tire department thought so, the city 
council thought so. Nevertheless the 
city is to remain without adequate pro- 
tection. Yesterday's vote may prove an 
expensive mistake. 



Here is a very pretty word-picture 
from the Western Prairie, publis'a-.H] at 
Cypress, Manitoba: 

Lay dawns so early in Manitoba that 
the departure of the night is seldom no- 
ticed. A streak of crimson light ai>- 
nenra in the east, but well round to the 
north; the freshness of the morning air 
breathes on the landscape; the night- 
hawk rises in the atmosphere, perhaps to 
gel the first glimpse of the sun, for it is 
difficult to know what other business the 
long-winged wanderer can have up there 
at that hour. The wren is the first bird 
to chirp in the grove; the wood thrash 
soon starts his song, followed by the 
lie, eking bird. Soon all the songsters 
of the grove are in full chorus. The 
night-torn blossoms show their beiuty 
in th" grass, and all at. once the sun, 
which has been for some time gilding 
lie fee tops, sends a Hood of liquid 
glon over the dewy Inndscapi — and it 
is morning. 

The Kaiser's bodyguard in the Holy 
Land is a soldier, who is seven feet high 
and weighs 300 pounds. His chief merit, 
however, consists in his being the best 
swordsman in the army. How the little 
Emperor must envy his stalwart guard 
his majestic proportions and skill, and 
how strange it, is that greatness of body 
and greatness of mind rarely go to- 
gether. This observation only applies 
to height, for it is a fact that very many 
of the ablest men are very large of body.

Mr. Tarte warring in the East against 
the old Liberals is, it must be admitted, 
having an easier time than his colleague 
and "double," Clifford Sifton, is experi- 
encing in the West. There is a deter- 
mined revolt against Mr. Sifton, based 
upon two circumstances. First, it. is 
known that he reached the cabinet 
through treachery to Joseph Martin. 
The knifing is neither forgotten nor 
forgiven. It exhibits the minister us an 
iugrate, for Mr. Martin helped him in 
his early days; and it renders the honor- 
able element doubtful of Mr. Sifton's 
loyalty and sincerity. The second condi- 
tion is the terrible administration Mr. 
Sifton bus given to the Yukon together 
with his policy of manning the Territor- 
ies exclusively in his own political in- 
terest or in that of his multifarious rela- 
tions. It must be said for Mr. Sifton 
that: he is battling with the dissidents 
with a great deal of skill. He has cap- 
tured a section of the press. To this 
political force he issues from the de- 
partment adulatory editorials and Otta- 
wa correspondence ranking him, in so 
far as inspired printed matter can, with 
the greatest statesmen of the age. lie 
has also secured a personal organ in 
Winnipeg, which advertises him in a ) 
manner quite as ridiculously fulsome as 
that which distinguishes the Toronto 
Globe. But the other side is not want- 
ing in force. It attacks his public con- 
duet with much vigor, and the last, shot 
is a query from the Winnipeg Tribune 
touching the source whence lie has de- 
rived the money necessary to the pur- 
chase of a large city pniier, which oper- 
ates exclusively on his behalf. 

When we examine the conditions both 
in the East: and in the West, they are, 
after all, like results from a common 
cause. Messrs. Tarte and Sifton are 
subjects of suspicion and dislike by the 
same classes of people in their respective 
provinces. These electors voted for a 
change in good faith. They expected to 
get something better, but have reaped 
something disgracefully worse. Upo.i 
them the two ministers sincerely hope, 
for if the twin evils are bad for the 
party they are not less so for the coun- 
try.— Toronto Mail and Empire. 

MR SIFTON'S BROTHER, 
Mr. Sifton's brother lias entered the 
lists against Dr. Brett as a candidate 
for Banff in the Territorial elections. 
Dr. Brett is n good Conservative whose 
influence in Western Alberta the Fed- 
eral government would gladly impair, 
lie is so strong locally that no one resid- 
ing in his constituency can be induced 
to enter the field against him, and an 
outsider from Calgary, in the person of 
the brother of the minister of the interi- 
or, is imported at a late hour. The min- 
ister of tlii! interior controls a large num- 
ber of votes in the National Park and 
in the neighboring Indian Reserve. All 
this Influence will be swung in Mr. A. 
L. Sifton's favor; and it. is also, doubt- 
less, hoped that the considerable C.P.R. 
vote and the mining vote will be sus- 
ceptible to pressure from the C.P.R.'s 
white-haired boy. Mr. A. L. Sifton is 
no doubt required to advance his broth- 
er's schemes in the Northwest assembly. 
And Mr. A. L. Sifton would no doubt 
pull wires there in the Orit interest as 
vigorously as ho did when he was sent 
up to Prince Albert, to repair Mr. For- 
get's horrible blunder. The scheme is, 
doubtless, for Mr. A. L. Sifton, who in 
many respects is abler than his brother, 
to organize in the assembly a party op- 
position to Mr. Haultain, of whose in- 
fluence thir minister of the interior is ex- 
ceedingly jealous. — Toronto Telegram. 

A CANADIAN MINT. 
President Wilkie, of the Canadian 
Bankers' Association, advocated in his 
annual address delivered at: Toronto yes- 
terday tile establishment of a Canadian 
mint: for the coinage chiefly of Yukon 
gold. As things stand, the convenient 
place to carry this gold for minting is 
to the United Slates; and doubtless, as 
Mr. Wilkie pointed out, the necessity of 
crossing the border on this errand leads 
to the transfer of a good deal of trade 
thither as well. Then Mr. Wolferstan 
Thomas argued in his president's address 
last year that, the striking of a Canadian 
gold coin would tend to enhance our 
value sentimentally with the people of 
the Mother Country; instancing the case 
of Australia, which he said, "has stood 
higher and nearer in the appreciation of 
the British public. . .because the British 
public have seen and handled the Aus- 
tralian sovereign," Mr. Thomas' idea 
was, however, that: the Canadian coin 
be struck at the English mint— an ar- 
rangement which would hardly supply 
the element of convenience to the Yukon 
miner or his hanker at which Mr. Wil- 
kie appeared to aim. . ..H might he pos- 
sible for the government to meet, the 
case by taking the gold dust, from the 
minor 'at any Canadian point— say Van- 
couver— giving him gold coin for it. and 
lllen shipping the dust, for coinage to 
England where it could ho turned into 
Canadian coin with Canadian emblems. 
Whether it would be licttor to establish 
a mint of our own, is merely a matter 
of expense; and it ought not to be diffi- 
cult for experts to give us authomtiye 
information on this side of the subject. 



Gertanly a Canadian gold coinage would 
be a capital advertisement for us abroad 
and it would be furthermore an excel- 
lent thing to hit upon some plan whereby 
it would he more convenient for miners 
to leave their Canadian gold iu Camilla 
than to carry it across the border.— 
Montreal Star. 

HIS FAIRY GODMOTHER. 
We imagine that Mr. Sifton has met 
the same fairy godmother that presented 
the Tartes with the Patrie or with the 
money that bought it. A very few 
months before the Patrie was bought, 
Tarte declared that ho was not worth 
twenty-live cents. But all of a sudden 
he "found" $25,000. A fairy godmother 
has found it for him. So it 'may be with 
Sifton. In any case he has the paoer, 
nnd wo may be certain he did not get 
it for nothing.— Halifax Herald.

Provincial Government Holding Out For 
Construction From Peutlcton.

Some surprise has b

Grand Forks Miner has taken advantage 
of the delay to concoct 11 scheme whereby 
the railway can be built to Midway with- 
out coming near Boundary Creek or Green- 
wood. The cause of the delay Is not the 
discovery of a new route, nor nn anxiety 
on tho part: of the C.P.R. to avoid Green- 
wood. In fact, the C.P.R. Is most anxious 
to secure connection with the town, know- 
ing It to be the commercial centre for 
the entire Boundary Creek mining district. 
With the object of centralizing the trade 
of the railway at this point, the C.P.R. 
company has run the branch lines from 
Deadwood, Copper nnd Providence camps 
into the yards nt Greenwood, and is mak- 
ing an effort to secure a route for the 
branch line from Grec.cwood and Welling- 
ton camps Into the town of Greenwood. 

The delay In awarding further sub-con- 
tracts nrose from the peculiar wording of 
the British Columbia Public Works Loan 
Act Amendment Act, 1SDS, and the con- 
struction placed upon the act by the pro- 
vincial government. 

It Is well understood thai Hi" C.P.R. 
decided to waive its right to a land grant 
under the Columbia & Western charter and 
accept In lieu thereof the $4,000 a mile 
voted under the Lonn Act referred to. 
Now. the act states that a subsidy of 
S-1,000 a mile Is to be paid (a) for n 
standard gauge road from Pentlcton to the 
Boundary Creek district, approximately 
100 miles In length; and, (b) for a standard 
gauge railway from Robson to the Bound- 
ary Creek district, .to connect with the 
railway mentioned in sub-section (a) here- 
of, approximately 80 miles. 

The SO miles mentioned in sub-section 
(b) ends nt the summit. The C.P.R. na- 
turally expected the subsidy for continuing 
this road to Midway, an additional 20 
miles. Hut. the provincial government 
raised the contention that this ".0 miles 
was n portion of the Pentlcton road, and 
the only way that the subsidy could be 
earned was by living up to the condi- 
1 Hons of the net, which stated that work 
I must be begun and carried on from Pen- 
tlcton and the entire road for which the 
subsidy was granted must be built before 
the subsidy can be paid. 

It is also reported that the V. V. & E. 
company Is objecting to the CP. It. en- 
croaching upon its territory. The V. V. & 
13. company appears to have been Incor- 
porated, and maintains a miserable exist- 
ence for no other reason than to create 
trouble and letard useful public works. 

It is difficult to say what decision the 
government will arrive at in the matter. 
It Is naturally anxious to see the railway 
constructed from Pentlcton, but It Is not 
probable that It will do anything to delay 
railway construction from Robson. It 
Is safe to presume thnt tne government 
will place a reasonable construction upon 
the subsidy act and will allow the CP. It. 
a pro rata share of the subsidy for con- 
tinuing the road to Midway. 

The delay Is only temporary In any ease, 
as tin- C.P.R. Is determined to have the 
road completed by August, 1809.— Boundary 
Creek Times.

Mr. Tarte Said to Favor Ashcroft Route 
for Government Line. 

An Ottawa special to the Mail and Em- 
pire of Toronto says: "A telegraph line to 
Dawson City must lie constructed in the 
immediate future. At. tho coming session 
of parliament, Mr. Tarte, It is said, will 
ask fur an appropriation to build a line 
via the Ashcroft-Cnrlboo route, The gov- 
ernment telegraph system extends now to 
QuesncIIe and Barkcrvllle, and from these 
points the line, It Is expected, will follow 
the route projected by the Western Union 
in the early '00's to Telegraph Creek; hence 
the name. From this place the system 
would lie extended to TesIIn Lake, and 
then by means of a cable In the lied of 
the lakes and rivers to Dawson. The latter 
course, It is thought, will be safer than a 
land line, as It will be less liable to Inter- 
ruptions."

Four of the witnesses for the Crown 
in the Belle Adams case complain that 
the government have treated them uu 
fairly; that, as they were summoned as 
witnesses early in the summer and lost 
the chances they had of work by being 
obliged to stay in the city, they were 
promised $2 a day by the authorities 
during the time they were detained, 
whereas by the mandate of Attorney- 
General Martin the agreement made by 
the provincial government was repu- 
diated, and the money promised was not 
all paid. 

Charles Atkinson says that he was 
subpoenaed as a witness on June 15. 
At that date he had an engagement with 
the C. I'. N. Co. to proceed north to the 
Yukon for service on the Yukoner dur- 
ing the season. In proof of this, he 
showed a statement signed ti> this effect 
by .Mr. Dickinson, of the C. P. N. ofilce. 
Atkinson brought this to the attention of 
Mr. A. G. Smith, the then deputy attor- 
ney-general, and pointed out that if he 
was detained in Victoria awaiting the 
trial, his season's employment would lie 
gone. Mr. Smith told him that the 
government would pay him $2 a day to 
make up to him in part, the loss of his 
employment until the trial came on. 
This money was paid until September 
_7. but though the trial did not take 
place till the middle of October, anil At- 
kinson was detained in town until then 
to give evidence, Attorney-General Mar- 
tin has refused to make good the prom- 
ise given Atkinson. Atkinson says he 
is a poor man, the shipping season is 
over, and he can ill afford the loss en- 
tailed upon him by this course of the 
Attorney-General. 

Another of the men with a complaint 
is Fred. Bevan, who states thai when 
he was subpoenaed for the CioWl) in 
June he was intending to go North. 
The deputy attorney-general informed 
him that, the Crown would require him 
as a witness, and as compensation would 
allow him $2 a day until the trial was 
over. Bcvnn got this $2 a day until 
August, when the trial was adjourned 
again for five weeks. Shortly after that, 
as he and Kingsland. another of the 
witnesses, were without money, the pro- 
prietor of the Grand Pacific hotel, on 
the verbal agreement of the authorities, 
gave each of the men $14, and even that 
$28 is still owed to the hotel man. Bevan 
ays, for the proprietor lias never been 
mid from that day to this. On Mon- 
day last Bevan went to Mr. F. B. Greg- 
ory, who had conducted the Adams case 
for the Crown, and that, gentleman in- 
formed him, says Bevan, that by the 
Attorney-General's instructions neither 
Bevan, Kingsland, Baby nor Atkinson 
were to be paid any more. 

F. Kingsland says that he was going 
to Lake Bennett to work, but had to 
abandon this, as he was subpoenaed by 
the Crown in July. He was paid $40 
by the government for the first 20 days 
he was kept in town, and he was to 
have received !?2 a day till the trial was 
finished, but did not receive another 
cent, except the S14 which Bevan bad 
poken of as advanced by the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel proprietor. This was a week 
before the trial. 

Samuel Raby bad a somewhat similar 
story to tell. lie had been paid till 
August 21!, and had not received any 
money since, though as a result of his 
being subpoenaed, he had lost his sea- 
son's work iit a northern cannery.

VITIATED HEALTH OF XOCNO MEN. 

Sir: Your editorial of a few weeks ago 
calling attentiou to the pernicious habit so 
prevuleut among young men of the present 
day should huve called iortli more com- 
ment than It did. Tho subject Is one 
worthy of the uttentlon of the very b.-si 
thought of our people. We cuuuot afford 
to point lingers at other cities. The fol- 
lowing is a clipping from a recent number 
of The Ham's Horn: 

"The severe examination of body to which 
the volunteer soldiers are now being sub- 
jected, has brought to light the serious 
Impairment of health winch 1ms been 
wrought by the deadly cigarette. A des- 
patch from Washington says that the 
lurge number of rejections of volunteers 
has caused much comment In the nrmy 
medical corps. However, the physicians 
who have conducted the examinations suy 
thut outside the ranks of cigarette smokers 
there are even fewer rejections than .there 
were In the duys of the civil war. Among 
hubltuiil users of cigarettes the rejections 
are about U0 per cent. Dr. IJeujumlu King, 
of Philadelphia, who acted as an examining 
Ulgeon during 1801-0:! Iu .New York, 
•ennsylvanla, Ohio and Indiana, says that 
the average rejections during those yea! 
did not exceed 13 per cent. lie atrlbuli 
tin? lurge Increase almost entirely to tl 
Cigarette habit. 'I have been Inspecting 
the papers in a number of cases under 
the present recruiting net,' said Dr. King, 
'and 1 observe that most of the men who 
failed to puss the medical examination have 
weak hearts or luck the vitality necessary 
to make good soldiers. I hud expected 
that the percentage of rejections would 
bo greater now than in 1801, hut I did 
not dream that It would he almost three 
times us great. The examining physicians 
with whom I huve tulked have generally 
told me that the excess of rejections is 
duo to the large number of young men 
applying for enlistment who huve become 
victims of the cigarette habit.' 

"it requires a peculiar quality of states- 
manship to comprehend why a government 
tolerates it truffle or an Industry which, 
according to government olilclulf them- 
selves, destroys the strength of tin- coun- 
try's .youth and makes their arms lacapiibie 
of defending their country's flag, The 
cigarette Is more than a nuisance. It is 
a national meance." 

It has, been my self-Imposed tusk on sev- 
eral occasions to watch the class of men 
frequenting the music halls of this city, 
and I have been astonished nt the number 
of so-called respectable young men -who 
pass through the doors 'of these low plvees. 
It need* not two eyes to read the effects 
of such surroundings on the countenances 
of many of -the young men of our city. 

A few weeks ago I endeavored to show 
a young man the evil effects of clgnretti 
smoking. He only laughed at me. Bill 
many such young men will reap their habit 
harvest In an early grave. I fully believe 
that a nation's best property Is to In 
found In Its citizens. It Is a sad reflection 
however, that some of the best property 
Is of the very porrest quality, 

IIow to get our young men to pay heeo 
to these warnings seems to he n fno-d 
.difficult tusk.- Allow me JiiHt here to throw 
out a suggestion that a symposium on some 
<rf these Important subjects from the pens 
of our -very nolo physicians ml"ht be of 
gvett value.

The by-law by which it was proposed 
to raise $20,000 to give the. city addi- 
tional fire protection was hopelessly 
snowed under yesterday though not by 
any particular energy on the part of the 
property owners who opposed it.

Mr. L. A. Hamilton, Canadian Pae 
lie Railway Land Commissioner, has rc 
turned to 'Winnipeg from a cvisit t 
Montreal in company with Mr. T. W 
Tyc, chief engineer of the Columbia $ 
Western railway, which is now bi 
built between Robson, B. C, and Mid 
way, running throngh the Boundary 
Creek district. Mr. Hamilton told 
Free Press reporter that while in Mont 
real they had decided upon the location 
of the principal townsites along thi 
road. They will be Gladstone, Oaoeadc 
Grand Forks and Greenwood, and ar 
rnngements have been practically -com 
pleted by which the company have be 
come interested in the development of 
those towns. Grand Forks is located 
at the point where the North Fork of the 
Kettle river runs into the main stream. 
Gladstone will be the distributing point 
for the Burnt Basin mining district and 
Christina lake. Cascade is on the inter 
national boundary line at the foot of 
Christina lake, and takes its name from 
the numerous cascades which are found 
there, and which can be readily utilized 
for the generation of immense supplies 
of power. Greenwood, the last of tho 
four new townsites, will be the principal 
mining point in the Boundary Creek 
country, ami it is surrounded on every 
side by developed mines. To the ens' 
of it are the Brooklyn, Winnipeg, Gol 
den Crown, Snowshoe and Stemwinde: 
mines, nil developed and owned priuci 
pally by Manitobnns. On the north is 
•he B. C. mine, which has a large quan- 
tity of ore dumped ready for shipping. 
On the vest side of the valley and over- 
looking the town is the well known Cop- 
per Camp, the principal mines in it being 
the Mother Lode and King Solomon 
mines. The former is owned and do- 
ped by a New York syndicate, while 
latter Is the properly of Mr. D. C. 
Corbin, of Spokane. Nearly nil these 
mines have ore ready for shipment, and 
are only awaiting the completion of the 
railway to start shipping to the com- 
pany's large smelter nt Trail. This 
smelter will reduce all ore until the de- 
velopment of the country is sufficiently 
advanced to require local smelters.

FEEDING AND CARE OF POULTRY. 

Wo read very little about economy In 
feeding poultry. 1 do not mean by ecou- 
oiuy, however, to stmt the fowls. Txot at 
.all. Hut a dollur gafed Is a dollar earned, 
aad 1 have Been bo much extravagance lu 
feeding poultry that It leads uio to uieu- 
tlou tills subject . ' ' , , 

As long as one variety of food gives 
satisfaction is pays to use it. But when 
It dors not give satisfaction something 
■ else must be «ioae. Economy uo , ca " ut 

mean tu go without food or to stiat the 
fowls, but It means to get the best for 
the best results. If your liens are over 
fat. aad don't lay, it is economy then to 
Change their ration. Oats are, perhaps, 
the cheapest food that can be bought at 
present, hut they are not cheap ut any 
price If they do not bring good results. 
Meat is cheap at most any price when 
o"irs are scarce, for it Is one of the best 
«£K-producors, especially when fowls are 
confined and cannot get worms and in- 
sects, for which their system craves. 

liens, like men, like a variety of food, 
and they do not do well very long on 
one variety of grain. Variety is the spice 

•of life, but they cannot live on spice aloue; 
there are other items in the bill of fare, 
such as industry, application, persever- 
ance and good common sense. The mouths 
lor high-priced eggs are slowly drawing 
on, so wo must begin to use some of 
that common sense la feeding for the best 
results. ,„ 

If your aim is eggs, feed for eggs; If It 
is fat, feed such feed as will produce fat; 
kaow just what you want, aad feed for It. 
I have seen people feed all, and even 
more, oats than the fowl:* would eat up 
clean three times a day. and then coa- 

.rierau their bens for not laying, or, on 
the other hand, expect their fowls to be 
ready for market when led only on a fair 
<-gg ration. This 1b aa Important question 
and one that needs a great deal more at- 
tention paid to it. 

The fowls should have plenty of exer 
else, and their (punters kept clean and 
free from lice, and fed properly, not over- 
fed on the cheapest foods, but fed on 
the kind of food from which the best re- 
sults can be obtained. Of course, they 
should be supplied with plenty of gilt and 
pure water, and 1 see no reason why fowls 
should not be laying daring the wiater 
months. 

If the farmers to-day would pay more 
.attention to the fowls, using economy In 
feeding, and keeping only the breeds bes 
adapted lo their different conditions, I 
believe the better bred the stock the 
better will be the results obtainable. If 
our farmers would give the poultry blisl 
ilcms n fair trial they would find that no 
other stock kept oa the farm will bring 
them such satisfactory results for the 
amount of money Invested.— Written for

Examples of the Wit of Some Noted 
Men.

Repartee and scarcasm are most wi . 
.and skilfully used when they are employed 
iu ridiculing humbugs, exposing shams, re- 
buking rudeness, punishing- bullies und 
iiricKlng the wind-bags of self-conceit. 
Chief ISaroa O'Grady, subsequently ibe 
Urst Lord Gulllauiore, hail a dry humor 
-aad biting wit The latter was so tine 
that Its sarcasm was often unpercelved by 
the object against whom It was directed. 
A legal friend of his, who was extremely 
studious, but In conversation exasperating- 
ly dull, showed the Judge over bis newly- 
. built house. The lawyer prided himself 
especially on a library, which he had 
contrived for bis own use. so secluded 
Jrom the rest of the building that he 
could pure over his books In private quite 
secure from disturbance. "This is capital." 
exclaimed O'Grady. "My dear fellow, you 
could read and study here from morning 
■till night, and no human being would be 
one bit the wiser." 

This recalls the capital story told of the 
late Father Healy, of Bray. A pompous 
irleiid was showing Father Henly aad 
other guests through his new house, on 
which he had spend a good deal of furnish- 
ing and decorating. in the library the 
liost, waving bis hand toward the book- 
shelves, exclaimed: "Here, surrounded by 
these best friends, 1 feel most happy." 
••Aud I notice," said Father Healy, exam- 
ining some of the volumes, "that, like a 
true friend, you never cut them." 

During the famine of 1847 the local relief 
committee in Limerick hud for one of Its 
members a country landlord who bad the 
reputation of being rather exacting to his 
tenants. "The people asked for bread, sir, 
and you threw them a stone," said a priest 
at one of the meetings of the committee. 
".Not at all, sir," replied the landlord; 
"they asked for potatoes, and I generally 
gave them half a stone." Potatoes are 
sold In Ireland by the stone weight. At 
a meeting of another of these local relief 
committees the question of a substitute 
for the potato was considered. "Don't 
yon think, sir," said a member of the com- 
mittee, addressing the chairman, "lavjt 
turnips would be a wholesome and nutriti- 
ous food for tlio people?" "Certainly," 
replied the chairman, "very wholesome and 
nutritious— with mutton, of course." 

Charles Lever, the novelist, was once the 
jruest of Or. Whately, the Archbishop of 
Dublin, at his country seat. Among the 
other guests were some of the expectant 
clergy, who paid submissive court to their 
host. While the Archbishop and bis guests 
were walking through the grounds the 
prelate plucked from a bush a leaf which, 
aa declared, had a most nauseous flavor. 
'•Taste It," said he, handing the leaf to 
one of the clergy. The latter smilingly 
obeyed, and then, with n wry face, sub- 
scribed to the botanical orthodoxy of the 
Archbishop. "Taste It, you, Lever," said 
the gratified prelate, handing the leaf to 
the novelist. "No, thank you," said Lever, 
laughing; "my brother is not iu Your 
Grace s diocese." 

Michael Joseph Barry, one of the "Yourrg 
Ireland" poets, was appointed, long after 
1S-18, a police magistrate lu Dublin. Dur- 
ing the Venlnn troubles an Irish-American 
arrested In Dublin on suspicion of being 
In Ireland with serious designs was 
brought up before Barry. A constable 
swore that the suspect, when arrested, wim 
wearing a Republican hut. "A Republican 
luitl" an Id the counsel for the prisoner; 
"does Your Worship know what thai 
means?" "I presume," said Barry, ''that 
a Repnbllcun hat Is a hat without a 
crown." 

A committee was formed to civet a 
■monument over the grave of a popular 
"Dublin phvdlelnn who died some years ago 
and was buried at Mount Jerome cemetery. 
A witty citizen who was asked to suggest 
an Inscription for the memorial recom- 
mended the use of the famous allusion lo 
Kir Christopher Wren, the architect, In Rt. 
(Paul's Cathedral, London: "SI monumen- 
tnm reqnlris clrcuniBpi.ce." "If you seek 
his monument look around; If you doubt 
his merit, behold his works." An eminent 
Dublin doctor was a member of a house 
party In the district In which he had begun 
Ills career. One day he was observed In a 
neighboring church yard. "What Is lie 
(Inn it amn-ir the grnves?" asked one r,r the 
party. "Paying a visit to some of his old 
patients," replied another. 

There is one good old story of Irish 
ropnrtee which hud done ilulv for liiiinv 
years. It. turns up again aud again, but 
ns there Is real humor In It those who have 
often heard It mast smile when It comes 
In. their way. An English tourist, .under 
the guidance of a peasant, was admiring 
the scenery of the Gnllee mountains.

SALMON FISHING REGULATIONS. 

Desires of the Proprietors arid Those of 
the Fishermen in Coutlict 

New Westminster Columbian. 

We quoted the other day an editorial 
expression from the Province to the effect 
that the salmon canners and the fi she rmen, 
through an alleged joint committee 
pointed at the recent canners' conference 
at Vancouver, had harmonized their dif- 
ferences with regard to the lately amend- 
ed fishing regulations, and were preparing 
joint recommendations to be forwarded to 
tho Fisheries Department at Ottawa, ask- 
ing for a modification of the regulations. 
Referring to these statements, we express- 
ed a doubt afl to wuetner the Joint commit- 
tee referred to was fully representative of 
the canning and fishing Interests. 

The doubt we expressed as to the repre- 
sentative character of the alleged Joint 
committee has, we are sorry to say, since 
been Justified. In fact, the so-called can 
ners' conference Itself, held at Vancouver, 
local inquiry has shown, was by no means 
fully representative of the salmon canning 
Interests of the province— not a few of the 
oldest and most prominent Eraser river 
canners taking no pnrt nt nil In the 
movement, which appears to have origlna 
ted in Vancouver. As to the Joint commit 
tee appointed by the conference, it fins 
since transpired that It was not In any 
sense fairly or fully representative of the 
fishermen, and that the reported harmony 
between canners and fishermen, even In 
this committee, unfortuuatelv, did not ex- 
ist. 

That no such harmony as reported ex 
recent issue of the Province by Alex. Bruce 
the principal representative of the fisher 
men on the joint committee. Regarding 
the previous statement of the Province 
that Harmony existed between the canners 
and the fishermen, Mr. Bruce says, in hi 
letter : " This Is entirely ut variance with 
the fucts. So far as I um aware the breach 
is us wide as ever, un.ess the canners get 
everything their own way, which the fish- 
ermen will never submit to. The fishermen 
are well pleased with the new regulations, 
but, at the meeting you refer to us being 
held and at which many clauses were 
amended unanimously, while this is par- 
tially true, yet when, after being discussed 
and agreed to, the canners' representatives 
refused to sign the amendments, thereby 
leaving matters ns before, thereby render- 
ing the business transacted at the mi 
lng of non-effect." Mr. Bruce further says 
that the fishermen hud no regularly up 
pointed delegates at the meeting, und con 
eludes by stating that it Is the intention 
of the fishermen " to act Independently 
and do the best they can for themselves." 

So much, alas, for tue reported harmony 
between canners und fishermen ns to the 
fishing regulations for next season. 

While so much nttentlon has been devot- 
ed by both canners and fishermen to the 
question of the regulations governing th 
salmon fishing In the Eraser river and its 
estuary, concerning which substantial agree- 
ment appears, after all said and done, to 
bo well nigh hopeless. It may be falrlv 
questioned if botli are not overlooking a 
more vitally Important matter— namely the 
urgent necessity for taking united action 
In bringing pressure to bear upon the Fed 
eral authorities to have a stop put, If pos- 
sible, by international agreement, to trap 
fishing on both sides of the boundary line 
for the experience of the Inst few seasons 
has given ample ground for the fear that, 
if trap fishing Is not abolished, there will, 
before very long, be no salmon fishing on 
the Eraser or In the gulf worth regulating, 

'Ihis Is a matter of the most vital con- 
cern to fishermen und canners on both 
sides of the line, If they will but view It 
from the broad and fnr-slghted standpoint 
instead or the narrow and short-sighted 
one. The future of the Industry, In fact, 
depends upon the right and speedy settle- 
ment of this serious question.

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Although she arrived off quarantine 
before daylight yesterday morning- it 
was nearly noon before the Oanadian- 
Austrnliau liner Aorangi tied up at the 
outer wharf. Here is Purser Mason's 
report on the delay: "Arrived at Wil- 
liam Ifead at 2:15 a.m. and anchored in 
Parry buy half a mile from wharf. Blow 
whistle repeatedly and showed blue 
lights. At 5 a.m. no one coming off, 
proceeded to Victoria; arrived there nt 
5:50 a.m.; waited oil" Victoria until 7:30 
a.m. No pilot being there and the health 
officer not making his appearance, re- 
turned to Parry buy. On tho way there 
met the pilot boat, which was coming 
out for Japanese steamer, with two pi- 
lots on board. Pilot asserted that ship's 
arrival at quarantine station hud not 
been known and the ship was not ex- 
pected until Saturday. The health officer 
not copih.g on hoard, the Aorangi again 
returned to Victoria and came alongside 
the wharf at 0:20 o'clock, but was kept 
waiting for the health officer until 11:15. 
Passengers and mails could not be land- 
ed and the steamer was prevented from 
proceeding to Vancouver." 

The vessel was cleared by Dr. Fraser, 
the port quarantine officer. 

Dr. Watt, superintendent of the sta- 
tion, was last evening asked for his 
version of the delay. He was in town 
on Wednesday night not expecting the 
steamer until Saturday. When he learn- 
ed at 7 yesterday morning, however, that 
she was in, he endeavored to charter a 
launch to take him down to tho station. 
Failing in this he was forced to drive, 
and as he was going out the steamer was 
coming in. "The oUlcers state," said 
Dr. Watt, "that they were oft quaran- 
tine Wednesday night, but they could 
not have gone very close, as the pilots 
who were waiting there for her did not 
see her. Unfortunately the nightwatch- 
mon at the station was absent, having 
been summoned to appear as a witness 
in court." . 

The two hours' delay in getting Dr. 
Fraser was caused through his being en- 
gaged at an operation, which he could 
not leave. 

MAHUTA OP THE MAORI S. 

New Zealand Invites the Native King 
to a Seat in the Executive Council. 

What other colony than New Zealand, 
the hotbed for the propagation of 
socialistic ideas and governmental theo- 
ries in the experimental stage, could ever 
have hit upon the plan of welding native 
and white populations and interests by 
offering the former monarch of nil the 
land a seat in the executive entrusted 
with the parliamentary government of 
the country V , , 

For uniqueness the proposition stands 
unparalleled, and whether Mahtita, the 
monarch of the Maoris, accepts or not- 
New Zealand has filed still another 
claim to recognition as the most eccen- 
tric und original colony under the meteor 

fl "it is not nt nil certain thnt Mnkuta, 
tho king, will see the proposal in the 
light thnt the Now Zealand law-makers 
expect him to. Indeed, according to 
the New Zealand Herald, those who 
know the King state that he has openly 
expressed his intention to refuse the ap- 
pointment, and that he would decline to 
accept any remuneration for any ser- 
vices he might render to the government 
or the natives of New Zealand in con- 
nection with matters, legislative or 
otherwise, dealing with native land leg- 
islation or kindred subjects. 

It is also said that personally 'Mahuta 
has decided objections to paying a visit 
to Wellington, and ninny of his support- 
ers state that he will proceed to the 
Empire City only for the sake of assist- 
ing in the settlement of the native land 
difficulty, und then only at the instiga- 
tion of his ministers and advisers. 

It is well known that both Mahuta 
and Mr. Hennre Kuihtiu, M. II. R., 
while anxious that the native lauds at 
present looked up and lying unproduc- 
tive should be opened for settlement, 
cultivated and improved, and the rents 
paid to the native owners, do not ap- 
prove of the methods suggested by the 
New Zealand government and contained 
in the measure circulated on the occa- 
sion of the conference between the 
Maoris and the Hons. Seddou and Car- 
roll. 

The natives desire to elect their own 
boards and deal with their land as they 
deem best; the government insists that 
the board shall consist of Maori and 
Pakehn members, and it is this point 
that has received long and earnest con- 
sideration at the hands of the King, his 
ministers, and the rangatirns of the 
various tribes. 

HISTORIC G HOUND. 

The Landing Place of Captain Cook to 
Be Preserved to the Colony of 
New South Wales. 

The minister of lands has announced 
to the people of New South Wales that 
he has under consideration the question 
of reserving, on behalf of the people of 
the colony, of the historic ground on the 
South Heud of Botany Hay, where Cap- 
tain Cook tirst landed on the shores of 
Australia. This land is situated ut 
what is known as the kurnel. It was 
undoubtedly there, the minister states, 
that Captain Cook's vessels fust an- 
chored, under the shelter of the shore. 
It was there also that the Beet under 
Governor Phillip first came to the New 
South Wales shores. 

As another historical incident, it is 
also believed that the first white map 
ever buried in Australian soil, named 
Forby Sutherland, was interred there. 
There is a memorial pluto, supposed to 
have been affixed by Governor Phillip's 
fleet, on the? rocks close by. On this 
ground a tree was planted many years 
ago by the present Duke of York, and 
also one by his brother, the Into Duke 
of Clarence. The tree planted by the 
Duke of York is now in u healthy condi- 
tion; that planted by the Duke of Clar- 
ence is dead. 

Mr. Carruthcra says he does not think 
there is any ground in Australia upon 
which so many historic memories are 
crowded. Yet up to the present this 
land has remained private property. The 
public would lie liable to prosecution as 
trespassers if they landed there; and 
although no one was ever interfered 
with, people* have only been allowed 
then; on sufferance. The minister has 
come to the conclusion that the land 
should bo roHumod, and dedicated ns a 
reserve to the public for all time. 

In respect to the intention of Mr. Car- 



rnthers, it i9 interesting to quote the 
following extract from the Sydney 
Gazette of March 22, 1822: 

" On Wednesday last, the 20th, His 
Excellency the president and members 
of the Philosophical Society of Austral- 
asia made an excursion to the south 
head of Botany Bay, for the purpose o£ 
affixing a brazen tablet with the follow- 
ing inscription against the rock on which 
Captain Cook and Sir Joseph Banks 
landed, A. D. MDCCLXX: ' Under 
the auspices of British science, these 
shores were discovered by James Cook 
and James Banks, the Columbus and 
Maecenas of their time. This spot once 
saw them ardent in the pursuit of know- 
ledge. Now to their memory this tab- 
let is inscribed in the first year of the 
Philosophical Society of Australasia. 
Sir Thomas Brisbane, K. C. B., F. H. S., 
D. ami E. (corresponding member of 
the Institute of France), president; 
A. D. MDCCCXXI. On this occasion 
the society had the good fortune to be 
assisted by Captain Gambler and sev- 
eral of the officers of II. M. ship Daunt- 
less. And after dining in a natural 
arbor on the shore, they all repaired to 
(he rock, against which they saw the 
tablet soldered at about 25 feet above 
the level of the sea. And there they 
drank to the Immortal fame of the il- 
lustrious men whose discoveries they 
were mot to commemorate.' "

AUSTRALIAN POLITICS. 

Premier Byrnes' Death Made Confusion 
in Queensland— New Soutn Wales 
Ministry's Close Call. 

The just elected parliament: of Now- 
South Wales has had early opportunity 
of testing its strength— or weakness— on 
a straight want of confidence proposi- 
tion, the debate upon which will be 
memorable. 

The session hud but barely been 
opened when the acts of tho minister of 
public works, Mr. J. II. Young, in con- 
nection with tho elections were held up 
to censure by the opposition leaders, and 
the Premier was led to appoint Mr. .Ins- 
lice Owen as a commissioner to investi- 
gate the alleged irregularities in the 
Hustings-Maeleny division contest. This 
did not satisfy the opposition, however, 
and on the fourth day of the session 
Mr. Lyne moved: 

"1. That in the opinion of this house 
the conduct of the minister for public 
works, Mr. J. II. Young, in relation to 
recent elections, is deserving of censure, 
and this house regrets to observe that 
such conduct has been defended by other 
ministers. 2. That tho above resolution 
bo communicated by address to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor." 

This proposition was formally read 
from the chair at half-past .'5 o'clock on 
Thursday afternoon, the 6th ultimo, and 
it was not until o'clock the following 
morning that the vote was reached, and 
the government found itself sustained 
by the narrow margin of six votes, 52 
members declaring in favor of the reso- 
lution and 58 against it. six pairs ac- 
counting for the other 12 members of 
the house. 

The Queensland government is in 
difficulties. Following upon the death 
of Mr. Byrnes, the Governor sent for 
Mr. Dicks'on, who hud been home secre- 
tary in the Byrnes administration, and 
charged him with the formation of a 
ministry. This Mr. Dickson did with 
a slight, re-arrangement of portfolios, 
and leaving one Vacant. 

Immediately this was made Known 
there was rumor of dissension. I hir- 
tem members of the late government 
signed a round robin in favor of Mr. 
Philp. the treasurer, WK0. besides being 
an older member of the " Continuous 
Ministry" thnn Mr. Dickson, was a 
representative of the North. 

A ministerialist caucus was sum- 
moned, nt which nearly 40 members at- 
tended out of the 72 (instituting the 
lower house. It then appeared that Mr. 
Philp hud repeatedly declined to take 
the leadership of the government, and 
other ministers hud likewise been back- 
ward, while promising support to Mr. 
Dickson, so that the summons of Lord 
Lnmington found the latter gentleman 
in a strong position. The dissatisfac- 
tion was not altogether allayed, and al- 
though the caucus closed with a recog- 
nition of Mr. Dickson, the subsequent 
work of parliament showed this support 
to be nominal rather than actual. 

It was felt that Mr. Dickson was not 
so well entitled us Mr. Philp by length 
of service to head the ministry. The 
former entered the government in 1897; 
Mr Philp in ISO.",. Then dissatisfaction 
was felt with Mr. Dickson's attitude to- 
wards part of tin- Hyrnes programme. 
However, the issue of the caucus was 
apparent party solidarity, and so Mr. 
Dickson met parliament." 

THE SCAFFOLD HIS GOAL. 

An Australian Murderer Who Prophesied 
This End and Scorns Suggestion 
of Mercy. 

At Sydney, N.S.W., on October 7— the day 
before tlie Aorangi sailed— Mr. Justice 
Owen sentenced Napoleon Jean Llsson to 
the death penalty. Llason's crime was 
the shooting of his slster-ln-law, Miss 
Gorrlek, on the 80tll Of August last, on 
which day he also attempted to kill a 
friend named Murdaunt by striking hliu 
on the back of the head with a hammer, 
and seriously wounded Mrs. Llsson, his 
wife, and their two sons. At the trial 
the defence endeavored to show that Lls- 
son had Inherited Insanity from his father, 
and at the time of the commission of 
his crimes was a victim of "iuclplcut In- 
sanity." This expression was challenged 
by the Crown experts, who declared that 
madness has no Incipient stage— a man is 
either sane or Insane. They held that 
Llsson was sufficiently sane at all times 
to be held accountable to the law for his 
actions, while they admitted that he had 
aetwl "eccentrically" In declaring many 
months before the crime that the fates had 
ordained him to die upon the scaffold, and 
when the right time came he would niitlte 
sure that wife and children should go 
with hlni to the grave. As to the attack 
on Monlaunl, Llsson declared that the man 
had cheated hliu, mid he hud therefore 
determined to kill him: his slster-ln-law 
he shot because she stood In his way. 

After an all-night retirement the jury 
reported a unanimous verdict of guilty, 
hut with a strong recommendation to 
mercy, the finding Including an expression 
of belief that at the time of the com 
mission of the crime Llsson was Insane. 

Lisson heard the verdict proper, leaning 
forward In his chair with a smile of ap- 
parent satisfaction. When the recommen- 
dation to mercy was reached a scowl re- 
placed the Btnllo, and when asked If he 
had aught to say prior to the passage 
of sentence, he startled the court by de- 
claring: 

"Tho only objection I have Is to the 
recommendation to mercy." 

"You object to tho recommendation to 
mercy?" asked Justice Owen, doubting th 
evidence of his own oars. 

"I certainly do," reiterated Lisson, who 
then proceeded to make a sensational but 
somewhat rambling statement, accusing 
the judge of prejudice aglnst Ills Interests 
and charging wholesale perjury to the va- 
rious Crown witnesses. Concluding, he ex- 
horted the judge to fix the date of hanging 
ns soon ns possible, and "pity no attention 
to that recommendation; which was all rot 
anyway." 

Justice Owen then proceeded to InipOHl 
tho death penalty, being almost overcome 
with emotion as be performed the terrible 
duty. Llsson was tho most unconcerned 
person in the courtroom. 

"Cheer up, old chnp; don't cry," he said 
to the Judge. "You would have hanged 
mo anyway. Whatever I said was not for 
the sake of mercy." 

The jury's recommendation will In du 
eours" be brought before the executive for 
consideration.

The military and civil authorities at 
Honolulu cannot he said to he a happy 
family. There has been considerable ill 
feeling between them ever since the Am- 
erican troops arrived, but it was left 
for Judge "Wilcox to cause an open rup- 
ture. Some weeks ago Lieutenants 
Mcrriam and YVheeloek caused a sensa 
tion by proclaiming martial law on the 
streets of Honolulu, and tor two hours 
established a reign of terror. What 
made tho incident still more serious was 
the fact that Lieut. YVheeloek was in 
charge of the provost guard, which is 
supposed to prevent disorderly conduct 
on the part of the soldiers. Gen. King 
took a very lenient view of the oUlcers' 
offence, Wheelock simply being relieved 
of the command of the guard and took 
no notice of Merriam's offence, in fact 
that oilicor was the general's guest ut 
dinner the next evening. On account of 
the action or inaction of Gen. King the 
civil authorities issued orders to the po- 
lice to pay no attention to the provost 
guard hut to arrest any soldier who in 
any way violated the civil law. As a 
result the police station was tilled with 
soldiers every night. 

It was in sentencing one of these of- 
fenders that Judge Wilcox stirred up 
the "hornets' nest". He referred to 
the "punishment" meted out to the two 
offending officers und remarked that he 
had no confidence in the court martial. 

.1 udge Wilcox received a note from 
General King asking him if he had been 
correctly reported in regard to what, he 
said when in the act of pronouncing sen- 
tence on the soldiers. Judge Wilcox sent 
back word by the orderly that he hud 
been reported correctly in substance but 
not verbatim. Then the General asked 
the Judge to make a public apology, but 
His Honor refused to do so, saying he 
hud nothing to add or retract. Gen. 
King wrote still another letter referring 
to the Judge's statements as false and 
defamatory. The Judge wrote that he 
had made no false and defamatory state- 
ments hut this letter was returned un- 
opened, 

Another cause of trouble between the 
civil and military authorities has been 
the sanitary arrangements at the camps. 
These were very defective and were the 
cause, of much sickness among the sol- 
diers. The hoard of health offered to 
co-operate to remove the refuse from the 
camp, but the offer was declined with the 
result that the sickness increased and ty- 
phoid fever became alarmingly preva- 
lent. A large fever hospital is being 
erected by the military authorities. 

It is stated that President Dole is not 
a candidate for Governor of Hawaii. 
Minister Sewell, however, seems to be 
favored. 

With the exception of President Dole- 
who was away, and Minister Daman, 
every member of the Hawaiian .iseju- 
tive was ill when, tho Aorangi left Hono- 
lulu. 

The home for Hawaiian girls at Wat- 
luku was completely destroyed by fire 
on October 17.

TELLS OF ATLIN DISTRICT. 

Chief Engineer Hawkins Has a Very 
High Opinion of British Colum- 
bia's Northern Goldfields. 

Mr. B. O. Hawkins, chief engineer of 
tho White Pass & Yukon railway, 
rived in town yesterday. He and Mrs. 
Hawkins are at the Driard. and expect 
to remain in town till Sunday. Speak- 
ing of the railway, Mr. Hawkins stated 
last night that by tho beginning of De- 
cember trains would be running to the 
summit of the White Pass, and by the 
close of May to navigable water to con 
neet with the Yukon river steamers. 
The company have about four years 
more to finish their road to Selkirk, and 
Mr. Hawkins expects to have it com 
ploted long before then. As it. is, there 
are 1,000 men working now for the 
company, and this force is being in- 
creased, and will work right through tho 
winter. Mr. Hawkins, alluding to tho 
Atlin district, predicted grout th'ngs for 
that portion of British Columbia. Peo- 
ple generally imagined that very littll 
gold bus been taken out of Atlin this 
year, and $50,000 had been mentioned 
as tlie maximum amount. As n matter 
of fact. Mr. Hawkins stated that he had 
soon $50,000 of Atlin gold in one bank, 
and from what he knew from his own 
observations and other sources of infor- 
mation, he put the output: for Atlin thi 
season at $150,000 at least. Ten day 
ago two men reached Skagway from th 
Atlin district, and reported the discov- 
ery of three new creeks to Hie east of 
Musket creek. One of these men sttid 
that ho hud prospected the ground and 
round a very satisfactory showing- 
Then again, aside from the already 
known large extent, of the placer ground, 
tho finds of extensive and good gold 
quart;; veins were highly gratifying, am 
from tho men he had sent, into the dis- 
trict to prospect and report. Mr. Haw- 
kins is perfectly satisfied that, the Atlin 
district is an exceedingly valuable gold 
field. Hi? mentioned, too, the great ex- 
tent of country still untouched, and the 
nbsence of the Inclement climate that 
makes the Klondike so difficult to pros- 
pect. In the Atlin country there is a 
mild climate, with plenty of grass for 
feed, and us a result of the gold finds 
there would be a permanent population 
settle there.
